RAILWAY STATIONS 
FOR MAKEOVER 



By Karen Davis 


TWO railway stations on the 
London Fenchurch Street line are 
to get a £2m makeover. 

Shoeburyness and Southend East 
will be upgraded, thanks to a joint 
programme by c2c and Network 
Rail. 

At Shoeburyness, major improve¬ 
ment works costing £730,000 will 
start at the station next month. 

Changes will include the demoli¬ 
tion of the existing entrance porch 
and the installation of new glazed 
entry doors to the ticket hall, 
together with an external canopy, 
creating a more spacious and 


accessible entrance to the station. 

At the same time, the ticket hall 
floor will be replaced with a new 
anti-slip finish. 

Elsewhere in the station building, 
the toilet accommodation for cus¬ 
tomers and staff - including an 
accessible toilet for the disabled - 
will be completely rebuilt. 

The forecourt will see additional 
car parking, including parking for 
the disabled. 

Cycle parking will be also be 
relocated away from the main flow 
of traffic, with the capacity for 
more cycles under a new shelter. 

Minor improvements will also be 
made to customer seating on the 


main platform and the CCTV, 
which will complement the new 
facilities across the station. 

At Southend East, major 
improvement works costing 
£ 1.44m will also start next month 
as part of the National Stations 
Improvement Programme. 

The work will take around six 
months to complete. 

A new south-side ticket office is 
the main focus of work at Southend 
East, with better visibility over the 
platforms and improved pedestrian 
and cycle access from Ambleside 
Drive. 

On the north side, the present 
ticket office will be removed to 


widen the station entrance, and 
Southend Borough Council will 
provide additional cycle parking to 
complement that which will be pro¬ 
vided on the south side of the sta¬ 
tion by c2c. 

The station’s CCTV and informa¬ 
tion systems will also be improved. 

Hugh Jennings, head of retail for 
c2c said: “I am delighted that we 
have secured National Stations 
Improvement Programme funding 
in order to progress these major 
improvements at Shoeburyness and 
Southend East stations. 

“The station facilities will be 
transformed for our customers.”

‘OUR thoughts go out to the driver’ 
- the family of a popular man who 
was hit by a car crossing a Southend 
road have spoken of their grief. 

Friends and relatives of Benjamin 
Alexander, of Hastings Road, 
Southend, recalled the events lead¬ 
ing to the incident on Queensway at 
the junction of York Road on 
Saturday at around 2.50pm. 

Those closest to the ‘happy go 
lucky’ 26-year-old claimed he had 
hesitated while stepping out into the 
road, before being hit by an oncom¬ 
ing vehicle. 

Benjamin had an older brother, 
Dan, and two adopted siblings, 
David and Elizabeth. 

Elizabeth had just married 
Benjamin’s brother-in-law, in June, 
who had invited him to be his usher. 

The animal lover, who was known 
for his ‘dancing, smiling and 
impressions’, had recently finished 
volunteering at Jubilee Lodge, in 
London, helping people with dis¬ 
abilities and even worked in a spe¬ 
cialist brain unit in a hospital in 
Leicester. 

Housemate Sarah Woodford, 32, 
moved down to Southend with 
Benjamin - also known as Ben - 
three years ago to live a ‘better life’ 
after meeting him in Leicester in 
2000. 

She said: “Ben was the most lov¬ 
ing, genuine and trustworthy person 
I have ever met. I was seen as a sis¬ 
ter to him. 

“We had just spoken about getting 
a Christmas tree and enjoying 


Christmas together when he left to 
meet a friend in the town. 

“Ben had just seen his family in 
Leicester and was in a spirited 
mood. Then I got the phonecall 
from Essex Police about the acci¬ 
dent. We are all heartbroken.” 

Ben’s parents, Audrey and Steve, 
did not wish to comment directly 
but Miss Woodford, who claimed to 
represent the family, issued the fol¬ 
lowing statement on their behalf. 

It read: “We could not have 
wished for a more lovely son. He is 
now with the angels in heaven. 

“We want to get the message 
across that this was an accident and 


our thoughts go out to the driver and 
his family. 

“We also want to thank the passer 
by who comforted Ben in his last 
moments.” 

A post mortem will be carried out 
before funeral preparations are 
planned in Leicester. 

A memorial event will also take 
place at Zinc Nightclub in Southend 
tomorrow night (Friday).

Chef killer jailed 


A WESTCLIFF man has been sentenced 
to 23 years in prison for the murder of a 
French chef. 

Karl Wills, 22, of Cranley Road, was 
given the prison term at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Monday after killing

MARSHMALLOW SNOWMEN 

INGREDIENTS 

■ 200g large white marshmallows 

■ Brown writing icing 

■ Coloured liquorice strips or fruit leather 

■ Chocolate-coated mint sticks (e.g. 
Matchmakers) 

■ Large chocolate drops 

■ 10Og white mini marshmallows 

■ Icing sugar, for dusting 

■ About 10 cocktail sticks 

METHOD 

Place the marshmallows on a tray. Push 2 large 
marshmallows on to each cocktail stick. Ask an 
adult to trim off any of the stick that is poking 
out of the top. 

Using the writing icing, pipe dots and lines of 
icing to make the eyes, nose and mouth. Cut 
the liquorice strips or fruit leather into thin strips 
and carefully tie around the snowman's neck for 
a scarf. To make the arms, break the chocolate- 
coated mint sticks in half and push into the 
sides of the large marshmallow. 

Pipe a small blob of icing onto the top of the 
snowman's head and position a large chocolate 
drop on top. Pipe another blob of icing in the 
middle of the chocolate drop and stick a mini¬ 
marshmallow on the very top. 

Finally, using the writing icing again, pipe dots 
down the front of the snowman to look like but¬ 
tons. 

Keep making snowmen like this until you have 
as many as you need to make a fabulous winter 
wonderland! 

To serve, scatter icing sugar over the serving 
dish, arrange the snowmen on top and dust 
lightly with more sugar.

METHOD 

Put the butter in a large 
bowl beating it until 
smooth. Sift in the icing 
sugar and beat again. 
Break the egg into a 
bowl. 

Add the vanilla extract 
and beat well. Add the 
mixture to the large bowl 
a little at a time, beating 
as you go. Add the flour 
and stir the mixture until 
it starts to form dough. 
Use your hands to mix. 

Wrap the dough in 
plastic food wrap and 
put in the fridge for 30 
minutes. Heat the oven 
to 180C/Gas 4. 

Unwrap the dough and 
put it on to a clean sur¬ 
face. Roll it out and use 
the cutters to cut out lots 
of shapes. Bake for 10- 


12 minutes on two 
greased baking trays 
until golden. Leave on 
the trays for five minutes, 
then put on a wire rack 
to cool. For the icing, sift 
the icing sugar into a 
bowl and mix it with 
warm water. Spread 


onto each cookie with a 
blunt knife. Scatter sugar 
sprinkles on top.

INGREDIENTS 


■ 10Og self-raising 
flour

garine 

■ 10Og caster sugar 

■ 2 eggs 

■ Paper cake cases, 
two baking trays 
with shallow pans 


■ Assorted sweets 

■ 50g butter or mar¬ 
garine, softened 

■ 10Og icing sugar,

■ Green food dye 

■ Squeeze of lemon 
juice or a few drops 
of vanilla essence 


METHOD 

Heat your oven to 190C/Gas 5. Break the eggs 
into a cup. Sift the flour into a big bowl. Add the 
caster sugar, eggs and margarine and stir every¬ 
thing together until you get a smooth, creamy 
mixture. 

Half-fill each case with the cake mixture and 
bake for about 20 minutes, then leave on a wire 
rack to cool. 

For the butter icing, put the butter in a bowl 
and stir with a fork until creamy. Add some icing 
sugar to the bowl and stir. Mix in the rest of the 
icing sugar a little at a time. Stir in the green 
food dye a drop at a time until green. Add the 
lemon juice or vanilla essence. Spread the but¬ 
ter icing on top of each cake and press the 
sweets into the icing to make different patterns 
on the cakes. 

Arrange the cakes in a Christmas tree shape, 
place a star-shaped biscuit at the top and put a 
chocolate bar at the bottom for a trunk.

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An insight into the mind of Poirot 


David Suchet plays the mustachioed detective in Agatha Christie's Poirot: Murder On 
The Orient Express, a feature-length episode for ITV1 on Christmas Day. The actor 
talks about why it gives the best insight into Poirot's character so far, and how the 
episode is darker than the Seventies film of the same story.

THE transition from debonair, classi¬ 
cally-trained actor to eccentric 
detective involves all manner of 
props and padding. 

But David Suchet confesses 
there's one simple act which trans¬ 
forms him into Agatha Christie's 
most famous creation, Hercule 
Poirot. 

"The thing that really tips me into 
the character, where I feel I can't be 
David Suchet any longer, is putting 
on the moustache," explains the 64- 
year-old actor. 

"Poirot's moustache is not intru¬ 
sive, but it does restrict a certain 
movement of the top lip and that 
changes the way I sound and how I 
move my face." 

In the 21 years since he first took 
on the role, Suchet has tackled 
many of Christie's stories, but this 
Christmas sees the long-awaited 
adaptation of the most celebrated 
whodunit of them all - Murder On 
The Orient Express. 

"I can't give too much away, but 
suffice to say it takes Poirot to the 
very depths of his own world view 
and his own sense of right and 
wrong at a time when he's already 
suffering from a sense of his own 
blood guilt," says Suchet. 

The feature-length episode, which 


co-stars Dame Eileen Atkins, David 
Morrissey, Toby Jones and Hugh 
Bonneville, sees Poirot travelling 
home from Istanbul on the famous 
train after a challenging case. 

Asked to protect a ruthless 
American businessman, Poirot turns 
him down, only for the man to be 
murdered in his compartment in the 
middle of the night. 

"The story is iconic because it's 
the journey of Poirot, as much as 
the journey of the Orient Express," 
stresses Suchet. 

This version of the story is far 
darker than the well-known 1970s 
movie version and, Suchet adds, 
reveals more about the inner work¬ 
ings of Poirot's psyche. 

"After 21 years, I have to say I'm 
still as passionate and enthusiastic 
as ever. I think that's because for 
every story that I film, I learn a little 
bit more about the man I play." 

This case, he says, forces the 
detective to question his firmly held 
views on justice and retribution: "He 
believes very strongly in right and 
wrong, and he's made to touch a 
humanity within himself that he's 
never had to touch before." 

In person, Suchet cuts a slight, 
elegantly dressed figure. Each time 
he returns to the role of Poirot, he 
dons a fat suit he fondly refers to as 
an "armadillo", as well as that 


famous moustache. 

"I'm not, thankfully, as fat as my 
character," he laughs. "The suit is 
layered, so that when I sit down it 
will concertina into itself, and when 
it's hanging up on its own little coat 
hanger it looks like plates - like an 
armadillo." 

Before accepting the role of Poirot, 
Suchet spent 15 years at the Royal 
Shakespeare Company, and he still 
returns to the stage regularly - most 
recently in a hit West End produc¬ 
tion of Arthur Miller's All My Sons. 

But he cheerfully admits that in 
every audience he can spot a few 
dedicated Poirot enthusiasts, and 
he's used to being stopped in the 
street by fans. 

"I will find myself being recognised 
now wherever I go in the world," he 
says. "We're in over 100 territories 
and viewed by, I'm told, over 500 
million people. It makes me feel very 
daunted. I have a huge responsibili¬ 
ty never to slack, never to take the 
easy road, but to do the best job I 
possibly can." 

So what is the enduring appeal of 
the detective story, and more partic¬ 
ularly of Agatha Christie's best- 
known character? 

Suchet thinks the answer lies both 
in Poirot's old-fashioned eccentrici¬ 
ties and in the stark differences 
between Christie's characters and 


the modern detectives portrayed in 
most TV dramas. 

"He's certainly not the modem 
detective. I mean you can't put him 
with Wallander or any of these hard, 
gritty detectives." 

"He's unique - and not like Marple, 
who is not a professional detective. 
He's in a world and class of his own, 


with his own little genre, his own 
funny little way of living and his own 
particular way of looking at life. I 
think people have latched on to 
that, and find him very good com¬ 
pany."

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Look Who’s back for festive fun 


Doctor Who is back for another Christmas special on BBC One on Christmas 
Day. Matt Smith and guest star Kathryn Jenkins give the low-down on the 
episode, in which the Doctor has to convince villain Kazran Sardick (played 
by Sir Michael Gambon) to save Amy Pond and her new husband Rory.

THE Doctor Who Christmas special has 
quickly become as traditional as turkey and 
sprouts, which is amazing considering that 
before 2005, when the sci-fi favourite was 
revived, there had only ever been one previ¬ 
ous festive moment. 

That came in 1965 when the first Doctor 
William Hartnell broke the fourth wall by wish¬ 
ing ‘a happy Christmas to all of you at home’. 

Things are rather more sophisticated these 
days - and lead writer and executive producer 
Steven Moffat couldn't wait to get his teeth 
into the project: "Oh, we're going for broke 
with this one. It's all your favourite Christmas 
movies at once, in an hour, with monsters. 

And the Doctor. And a honeymoon. And... oh, 
you'll see. 

"I've honestly never been so excited about 
writing anything. I was laughing madly as I 
typed along to Christmas songs in April. My 
neighbours loved it so much they all moved 
away and set up a website demanding my 
execution. But I'm fairly sure they did it ironi¬ 
cally," he adds with a giggle. 

It is, of course, Moffat's first Christmas in 
charge of our favourite time traveller's adven¬ 
tures - and stars Matt Smith (the Doctor), 
Karen Gillan (Amy) and Arthur Darvill (Rory) are 
also popping their festive Tardis cherries. 

"I've always wanted to be part of the 
Christmas Doctor Who experience," reveals 
Smith. "And I think this is one of the most 
Christmassy and inventive Doctor Who stories 
so far. 


"Steven keeps getting even more imagina¬ 
tive and the great thing about this episode, is 
that when Doctor Who and Christmas are put 
together, you combine the spirit of both those 
things." 

Explaining the plot, Smith says: "It starts off 
with Amy and Rory on honeymoon, but the 
spaceship they're travelling on gets into trou¬ 
ble and needs to make an emergency landing 
on a nearby planet. However, they're blocked 
from entering the planet's atmosphere and 
with the ship nearing implosion, the Doctor 
has to try and work out what's going on and 
how to save them." 

"It feels very Dickensian, set in a mad futuris¬ 
tic world and it evolves into something even 
more magical than your classic monster 
Doctor Who episode." 

"It features a wonderful shark which I was 
very excited about," he continues. "I've always 
wanted to explore the aquatic - viewers can 
expect Jaws with a twist!" 

What Smith hasn't revealed is that there's 
also an old, Scrooge-like miser called Kazran 
Sardick at the heart of the story - and if the 
Doctor doesn't make him change his ways, all 
hell will be let loose. 

Sardick is played by theatrical knight Michael 
Gambon, the latest in a long line of illustrious 
guest stars to appear in Who. 

"There's no one better to play an old grump 
than Gambon!" laughs Smith. "However, 
Michael also really makes you feel for this man 
and he can somehow turn himself into a little 
boy at times: he's a very impressive actor." 

But Gambon isn't the only guest star strut¬ 



ting their stuff - soprano Katherine Jenkins will 
be making her acting debut in the episode: 

"To be honest, I didn't think I really wanted to 
act," she confesses. "I'd been asked to do 
things in the past and hadn't done them, but 
when I got the call to do Doctor Who, it really 
excited me. It's such an iconic show and one 
we all watch as a family. 

"I wasn't sure I could do it but after reading 
for the part, I got a call on my 30th birthday to 
say I'd got it. It was the best birthday present I 
could have asked for!" 

Filming took place in her native Wales in July, 
but Jenkins insists she had no problem get¬ 
ting into the festive spirit: "It certainly felt very 
Christmassy!

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Dreaming of a green Christmas

CHRISTMAS may be the time of giving, but 
unfortunately it's the time of chucking out, 
too. 

Unwanted clothes, electrical items, 
books, cards and even furniture can all find 
themselves wrapped up prettily beneath 
the tree one day and out in the bins the 
next. 

The Government agency Waste Online 
reckons that the season's increases in eat¬ 
ing, drinking and spending results in an 
estimated three million extra tonnes of 
waste. 

But that doesn't mean that this 
Christmas need be an ecological disaster 
for you or the planet. By following a few 
tips and advice on how best to recycle 
everything from your leftovers to that old 
DVD player, now's your chance to see 
2009 out with a green bang and usher in 
an entirely eco-friendly new decade. 

■ CHRISTMAS CARDS 

MANY Christmas cards can be recycled in 
your green recycling bin as part of your 
paper recycling. But you can also take 
them to special Christmas card recycling 
points, as provided by Tesco and WH 
Smith. 

Alternatively, you could turn the cards 
into a bit of an art project, says Laura 
Underwood of the Government's Recycle 
Now campaign: "Save some of the prettier 
cards and cut out the pictures - they make 
perfect gift tags for next year." 

■ CHRISTMAS TREES 

DON'T just dump your Christmas tree in 
the bin or burn it in the garden - recycle it 
instead. According to Waste Online, only 
one out of every seven trees gets recycled, 
so make yours count! Get in touch with 
your local council, many of which now pro¬ 
vide a tree recycling service, and see your 
tree get turned into mulch, rather than end 
up in landfill. 

■ ELECTRONICS 

IF you were lucky enough to get a new 
phone, iPod or laptop in your stocking this 
year, remember that you can recycle the 
old ones - as well as many old electrical 
items lying around the house. 

In fact, if every household returned just 
one item for recycling, the UK could 
reprocess more than 24,500 tonnes of 
unwanted small electrical items into new 
goods, according to Recycle Now. 

So what exactly can you recycle? 
Anything with batteries, a plug or a charg¬ 
er - like kettles, games consoles or hair 
straighteners. 

Find your local electrical recycling centre 
by logging on to www.recyclenow.com. 

■ FURNITURE 

MAKING room for a new sofa, bed or 
kitchen table? Donate the old ones to the

tribute the furniture and household goods 
to be used again. 

You can also try to flog the furniture for a 
bit of extra cash on P re loved 
[www.preloved.co.uk], Ebay or Gumtree. 

■ CLOTHES 

WHETHER it's a knackered bra or once- 
worn Levi's, unwanted items of clothing 
can be taken to a charity of your choice or 
a recycling bank.Many kerbside recycling 
schemes also accept textiles like clothes 
and shoes, even if the items seem unwear¬ 
able. Check www.recyclenow.com for 
details of where you can recycle textiles 
near you. 

Bear in mind, however, that charity shops 


can really benefit from your unwanted 
clothes, says mental health charity Mind's 
chief executive, Paul Farmer. 

■ WRAPPING PAPER 

YES, it's true - even wrapping paper can 
be recycled! Unfortunately, most shiny 
paper on the market these days is made of 
plastic film so it's not recyclable in the 
'stick it in the green box' way - but it is 
able to be reused, and reloved, says 
Recyle Now's Laura Underwood. 

If you've got plain paper wrapping to 
stick in the green box, be sure to remove 
any sticky tape from it before doing so, as 
tape can 'contaminate' your waste, and 
lead to the paper not being recycled at all. 

■ LEFTOVERS 

CHRISTMAS and New Year are a time of 


leftover canapes, turkey, stuffing, vegeta¬ 
bles and sauces... but if you always find 
yourself stuck with more food than you can 
use, perhaps you should cook for just the 
number of guests you're expecting. 

This might sound a scientific practice, but 
actually it's all made easier with the gov¬ 
ernment's Love Food Hate Waste Perfect 
Portions planner [www.lovefoodhate- 
waste.com/perfect_portions], which pro¬ 
vides advice on how many ingredients to 
use per person to save you money and 
unnecessary waste. 

For those keen on cutting down their 
black bin waste, remember that you can 
also compost your vegetable peelings, 
along with your Christmas tree pine nee¬ 
dles and holly.

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Overcoming overindulgence 


Eating, drinking and partying can often leave you feeling less than merry. KATE WHITING looks 
at how to overcome the overindulgence and sparkle your way through the festive season. 


INDIGESTION 

X PROBLEM: Overdone it on the 
turkey, stuffing, mash, chocolate log, 
cheese and those few mince pies you 
nibbled on? If you're feeling bloated 
or have any discomfort in your chest 
or stomach, it's most likely due to 
indigestion. 

✓ WHAT TO DO: Indigestion is 
caused by acid reflux, when the acid 
in your stomach escapes into your 
digestive system. The best way to 
reduce symptoms is by taking over- 
the-counter antacids like Maalox, 
which neutralise the acid. Eating 
slowly will also help. If you have indi¬ 
gestion frequently, you should see 
your doctor as it might be due to a 
more serious health problem. 

HANGOVER 

X PROBLEM: It's been one 
Christmas party after another, and all 
those vodka-tonics have finally 
caught up with you. If you seem to 
have a permanently sore head and a 
constant ringing in your ears, don't 
think the hair of the dog is going to 
help one bit. 

✓ WHAT TO DO: Most hangover 
symptoms are caused by dehydra¬ 
tion, as alcohol is a diuretic. It also 
eats up the body's store of vitamins 
and minerals, and reduces blood 
sugar levels - which might explain the 
throbbing headache. Water, and lots 
of it, is the best cure. In fact, following 
every alcoholic drink on a night out 
with a glass of water is said to help 
stave off a hangover. 

But if you're still suffering the next 
day, a thin veggie-based broth (with 
bouillon) should help to replace your 
body's lost vitamins and minerals. Or 
try the new effervescent tablet from 
Berocca, Berocca Boost, which is 
packed with vitamins, minerals and 
guarana (£5.99 for 10 tablets from 
most supermarkets and pharmacies). 

FLU 

X PROBLEM: The brand new little 


black dress does look lovely, but after 
going out in it without your woolly 
scarf and hat, its no surprise you're 
now feeling under the weather. If 
you're coughing and spluttering and 
stuck in bed, you'll wish you'd fol¬ 
lowed some simple advice on how to 
tackle the flu. 

✓ WHAT TO DO: Rest up at home by 
keeping warm under duvets and tak¬ 
ing paracetamol, or Ibuprofen, which 
will relieve the symptoms (Boots 
Rapid Ibuprofen, £2.99 for 16 tablets). 
Drink plenty of water and herbal teas 
to flush out your system, and avoid 
caffeinated drinks like coffee as they'll 
just make you more dehydrated. 

A good quality tissue like Kleenex 
Anti-Viral (£2.79 from www.lloyd- 
spharmacy.com) can kill 99.9% of all 
cold and flu viruses in the tissue, 
reducing your chances of spreading 
your cold - or catching it from a 
friend. A honey and lemon lozenge 
like Boots Sore Throat Relief Dual 
Action Lozenges, £1.65, which con¬ 
tains anaesthetic and antiseptic, will 
soothe pain and fight infection. 

FUNKY FEET 

X PROBLEM: Brand new stilettos 
and a tipsy night could have your feet 
in agony. Blisters, swollen toes and 
even a sprained ankle could be yours 
for the taking, so take some precau¬ 
tions and learn how to dance the 
night away safely - ideally in flats. 

✓ WHAT TO DO: If high heels are a 
must, banish the pain when you get 
home by using an ice pack of ice 
cubes wrapped in a towel, to reduce 
swelling and pain. Try elevating your 
feet by putting a pillow under them 
(even while you sleep) to help reduce 
inflammation. If you're still sore the 
next day, indulge in a soothing foot 
spa, like Scholl's Feet Treat Foot Spa, 
£29.99, from www.argos.co.uk. 

DRY SKIN 

X PROBLEM: If make-up is a must 


and you've been wearing more than 
normal to all the seasonal parties, you 
might find that your skin feels tight, 
dry and stretched. It could also be 
the weather - the cold air outside and 
central heating inside play havoc with 
the body's natural oils. Sometimes it 
can even cause little white patches of 
dead skin around the nose and chin. 

✓ WHAT TO DO: Drink water - and 
herbal teas - to help keep the body 
rehydrated. Coffee and black tea tend 
to dry out the skin, so keep those to 
a minimum. Wash with warm - not 
hot - water when you bathe, as hot 
water extracts moisture from the skin. 

Always wash off any make-up at 
night and use a good moisturiser, like 
Apicare's Restore Me Honey Nut 
Body Butter, which contains manuka 
honey to hydrate the skin and is non- 
sticky (£14.99 from Lloyds Pharmacy 
and www.simplymanuka.co.uk). 

Apply when the skin is still damp to 
maximise your skin's moisture poten¬ 
tial. 

COLD SORES 

X PROBLEM: No more mistletoe for 
you, now that big red cold sore has 
appeared on the edge of your lip. 
Picking it will only make it worse, so 
avoid touching it if you can. They're 
also very contagious - so remember 
to steer clear of anyone else with 
one. 

✓ WHAT TO DO: Warm compresses 
can ease the discomfort, but the best 
way for you to get rid of a cold sore 
is to use an over-the-counter cream 
or medication like Cymex (£2.19 from 
Boots and other pharmacies). 

Dab it on instead of rubbing it, and 
be sure to wash your hands before 
and after to limit the spread of the 
outbreak. 

Cold sores can also be caused by 
herpes, so if you get recurring cold 
sores, you should see your GP.

Millions have heard him speak 
on TV and the Internet. He was introduced not as 
Maitreya, The World Teacher and head of spiritual heirachy, but 
simply as a man, one of us. In this way he “ensures that men follow 
and support him for the truth and sanity of his ideas rather than for 
his status”. He spoke earnestly of the need for peace, achieved only 
through their creation of Justice and sharing of their world’s 
resources. Such interviews which will be given in the USA, Japan, 
Europe and elsewhere, bringing his message of hope to the world.

Overseas demand for homes remains strong 

Overseas buyers are continuing to snap up residential properties in Britain attracted by a 
historically weak sterling and cheaper residential property prices. 

Last week, housebuilder Berkeley Group posted strong profits in the six months to 
November, largely due to a surge in demand from foreigners for new build homes in 
London and the South East. 

The Berkeley Group, the UK’s largest residential property developers, has significantly 
increased its exposure overseas in the past year or so, particularly in Asia. 

Recent research by CB Richard Ellis revealed that property investors in China, where the 
number of super-wealthy individuals continues to grow rapidly, have now replaced Russian 
buyers as major players in the UK property market. 

Buyers with foreign currency are currently enjoying attractive discounts on homes in this 
country as sterling continues to remain weak. 

Weaker property prices and currency exchange level means that property is essentially 
between 25 per cent and 35 per cent cheaper for buyers with Japanese yen, Hong Kong 
dollars, American dollars, Saudi riyal and the United Arab Emirates dirham. 

Rob Perrins, Berkeley’s managing director, told the press: “Overseas buyers see London 
as a great place to own [property], especially as many of them feel they are getting in at the 
bottom. But we know it could all stop tomorrow and the big challenge for us is to keep 
finding sites where we can attract buyers, locally or otherwise, with access to capital.” 

Demand also strong for affordable homes 

A lack of mortgage credit availability, a shortage of new build homes and government 
austerity measures, has pushed the affordable housing sector into the spotlight in 2010, but 
2011 could be an even stronger year for the sector. 

Housing association L&Q expect affordable home sales to double next year compared to 
this year, due to a surge in demand for many if its property developments. 

The company has announced that it has a much larger pipeline of affordable housing 
developments next year, reflecting stronger demand for affordable homes. 

People who earn from just £12,000 per year potentially qualify to buy a share in some 
affordable homes currently offered by L&Q. 

“Many people are interested in homeownership and see affordable 
housing sector as an ideal way to get an initial foot on the 
property ladder.”

First defeat in five for Blues 


Southend United 


SOUTHEND United suffered their first 
npower League Two defeat in five games, 
losing 3-1 at Burton Albion on Saturday. 

It was a disappointing performance by 
Paul Sturrock’s men which leaves them 
looking nervously over their shoulders 
above the relegation zone. 

Boss Sturrock admitted a lack of 
match practice and training sessions did 
not help his side.

The early warning failed to spark 
Southend into life with Morris having to 
get down low to keep out Aaron Web¬ 
ster’s effort, while Collins could have 
done better when he dragged his shot 
wide from 10 yards. 

Southend were finally made to pay in 
the 37th minute when Jacques Maghoma 
thumped home Russell Penn’s cross. 

It got worse for Blues on the stroke of 
half-time when an in-swinging free-kick 
from former Southend loanee Scott Mal¬ 
one was headed into his own net by Luke 
Prosser. 

Sturrock rang the changes for the sec¬ 
ond half, bringing on son Blair and Ryan 
Hall, and it made an instant impact as the 
latter’s free-kick was headed home by the 
Scottish striker. 

Blues looked threatening, with Barry 
Corr’s shot saved by Brewers keeper 
Adam Legzdins. 

But the mini-revival was put out by 
Burton in the 56th minute when Web¬ 
ster’s long range shot found the top left 
comer. 

Burton should have added to their 
tally, with Penn firing inches wide, 
before Morris tipped Shaun Harrad’s shot 
around the post. 

Southend were hoping to get back to 
winning ways, when they travelled to 
Cheltenham Town last night (Tuesday 
night).

Such is the luck of 
the Irons, the ball came off the post 
and hit Green’s back, before rolling 
over the line. 

With that went any hopes the Ham¬ 
mers had of getting back in the game. 
Substitute Adam Johnson added a 
third for City as David Silva’s pass 
cut through the home side’s rear¬ 


guard, before Tomkins netted a late 
consolation. 

Despite the defeat, Grant was 
pleased with his players’ performance 
against a side he did not expect to 
beat. 

He said: “The boys tried very hard 
today, it was not easy.
